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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 41, the applicant contends that 
the combination of Kuo and Redmond do not teach: where the control process, client process, and the server process are separate and 
distinct processes; all messaging between the server process and client process is controlled by and relayed through the control process; 
and the control process sets synchronization points where the server process pases until restarted by the control process. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The arguments pertaining to the control process setting syncrhonization points where the server pauses until 
restarted by the control process, the examiner points to the previously cited portion of Kuo (lines 53-58 of column 4) which clearly 
describes synchronizing output from the server. The arguments pertaining to control, client, and server processes are separate and 
distinct processes, and controlling and relaying messages by the control process, the examiner points to the cited section of Redmond 
(lines 21-25 of page 10) which clearly teaches a central controller, which all messages are relayed through, for controlling messages 
between the client and server. Additionally, this also clearly shows that the server, client, and control processes are separate and distinct 
processes since each reside on a different machine. As such, these rejections have been maintained by the examiner. 
In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In response to applicant's argument that the requirement for restriction burdens the applicant, the examiner reminds the applicant that 
while the inventions may be closely related, they are separate and distinct inventions and require separate examinations. Searching for 
multiple inventions in different classes/subclasses, whether searched electronically or not, would result in undue burden on the examiner. 
Applicant is also reminded that each invention can be granted a single patent, and a single patent should contain a single invention. As 
such, the requirement for restriction is maintained.. 
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
